Proponents state that we 
can look forward to the use of 
solar energy to replace these 
plants. The actual fact is that 
solar energy use on this level 
will not be an actuality for 
between 5 and 10 years. That 
means that other sources of 
energy would have to be 
utilized (i.e. oil, natural gas, 
coal or water power). We would 
have to go backwards and use 
some of our already over¬ 
burdened natural fuels. 

When in the future solar 
energy is a reality, then we can 
move the shutdown of the 
nuclear plants. Until then, "NO 
on 15!"

Democratic Club’s endorsement list for 
the June 8 primary election. Brown was 
endorsed for President May 10 after Jim 
Foster put to rest rumors that recent 
events tainted the governor as anti-gay. 

Tom Hayden is Alice’s choice for 
U.S. Senator. Hayden convinced the 
club that he would be a strong advocate 
of gay rights in the Senate, whereas 
incumbent Sen. John V. Tunney’s 
commitment has been soft in the club’s 
view. 

Fred Furth is the Toklas favorite for 
the 5th Senate District. Attorney Furth 
impresses the club by his volunteered 
defense of gay rights, such as his current 
representation of the Pride Foundation 
before the Fair Employment Practices 
Commission. If Furth wins on June 8th, 
he will face Sen. Milton Marks Nov. 2. 

Toklas has endorsed Phil and John 
Burton for reelection to San Francisco’s 
two congressional seats. Likewise, the 
club urges renewed terms for Willie 
Brown and Leo McCarthy in the 17th 
and 18th Assembly Districts. 

In the controversial Harvey Milk 
—Art Agnos campaign in the 16th 
Assembly District, club sentiment was 
too divided for a choice. ^ 

Alice backs two of its members for 
Democrat Central Committees — Anne 
Daley in San Francisco, and Jerry 
Jackson in Alameda County. 

Toklas urges a “yes” vote on state 
Proposition 15, the nuclear safety 
initiative. On the other 14 state 
measures, Toklas says “yes” on all 
except 2 and 10, on which it urges “no” 
votes on June 8. **2 would give 
California veterans breaks on state loans 
for home and farm purchases. # 10 
would let the state legislature bypass 
the electorate in issuing bonds. 

Some Toklas members perceived a 
conservative trend in the club by its 
positions on the city propositions. It said 
“yes” on Props J, K and L, viewed as 
anti-labor measures. On court-disputed 
E, which would mandate firings of 
striking city workers, it also nearly said 
“yes” (opinion was too divided for any 
position). However, the club urged 
“no” votes on B and D (city employee 
suspension and inspection of papers 
fees, respectively). On all other city 
measures, the club endorsed “yes” 
votes.

Gay Voter 
Registration Drive 
A Success In L.A. 

The first stage of this election year’s 
drive to register gay voters concluded 
on May 9 with 1,898 new voters on the 
rolls. Deputy registrars participated in 
the drive, including Stonewall, Lambda 
and Hollywood Hills democratic clubs, 
U.S.C. Gay Students Union and the 
Southern California branch of the 
Whiteman-Radclyffe Foundation. 

Focusing their attention on gay 
bars and gay functions, registrars 
reported that the great majority of the 
voters registered in the two weeks prior 
to the close of polls for the June 8 
primary. A much stronger effort will 
begin in July to get as many gay voters 
as possible registered for the general 
election in November. 

As part of that effort, the Stonewall 
Democratic Club will be coordinating 
and arranging for voter registration 
classes beginning the third week of 
June. It is hoped that at least 30 new 
deputy registrars will be trained and in 
the field for the second half of the 
registration drive. 

Persons interested in becoming 
deputy registrars (the job pays .35 for 
each voter registered) are urged to 
contact Robert Leighton at‘881-5683 or 
484-8625 (L.A.). Top registrars will be 


honored at an awards dinner in 
November. 

East Bay: Anti-Gay 

Judge Challenged 

■ Superior Court Judge John 
Vukasin, notoriously anti-gay, is one of 
the few judges in California who is being 
seriously challenged in the June 8 
election. 

The Alameda official issued a 
decision when he served as a State 
Public Utility Commissioner, in opposi¬ 
tion to gay organizations being listed 
separately in the Yellow Pages of the 
telephone directory. In his statement at 
the time he said: “The disorders of drug 
addiction, alcoholism and homosex¬ 
uality can not be corrected by encourag¬ 
ing those afflicted to father persevere in 
such behavior. Additional immersion 
will only bring about emotional and 
physical destruction of the unfortunates 
involved.” 

Vukasin was opposed by the State 
Bar Association and the Pride Found¬ 
ation when former Governor Ronald 
Reagan attempted to appoint him to the 
State Court of Appeals in 1974. State 
Supreme Court members heard the 
arguments against Vukasin and quietly 
withdrew his name. Later, Reagan 
appointed the prejudiced Vukasin to the 
Superior Court position. 

Attorney Richard Bartalini is op¬ 
posing Vukasin. The Alamdea Bar 
Association has refused to endorse him 
in the June 8 Primary Election, 
although it normally approves of 
incumbant judges. Vukasin frequently 
says, “Ask the attorneys” when ques¬ 
tioned about his prejudicial attitudes in 
court and the coming election. It is 
obvious that his rejection by Bar 
Associations indicate what attorneys 
think of his qualifications. 

Bartalini is a name East Bay gay 
people should be considering on the 
June 8th Judicial Race in Alameda’s 5th 
District.

Endorse 
Harvey Milk 

San Francisco Fire Fighters have 
endorsed a gay person! Times are 


When Carol Whitehead of Port¬ 
land divorced her husband in 1971 in 
Georgia, she was awarded custody of 
her two small children. The children’s 
father helped support them for one 
year, then stopped all assistance in 
1973. During this period, the ex- 
husband harrassed both Carol and the 
children in repeated attempts, both 
through the courts and by illegal means. 
He wanted to regain the children from 
Carol, whom he calls a “sick lesbian.” 
To escape the harrassment of the 
father, Carol and her family moved to 
Jacksonville, Florida, where the man 
followed . . . with venomous attacks, 
both orally and when the tried to kill her 
in a hospital — physically. 

In an attempt to gain peace and 
security from her former husband (who 
was released from the Army for “mental 
instability”) Carol and her children 
moved again, this time to Portland, 
Maine in July 1975. 

Several weeks ago on April 28 at 
lp.m., Carol got a phone call from the 
South Portland school where her 
children attend and was told that a man 
from out-of-state was at the school with 
a Georgia custody paper and de¬ 
manded to remove the children. The 
custody paper was invalid in Maine, and 
the school authorities refused to release

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the children. At this point Carol, tired of 
running, contacted a Portland attorney, 
Kim Matthews. Although a judge has 
ordered the ex-husband to stay away 
from the children — who are extremely 
upset that their father has followed the 
family to Maine — Carol fears that he 
may abduct them. Because of what is 
believed to be hired spies watching her 
home in South Portland, Carol has 
made arrangements to resettle outside 
the Portland area. 

Meanwhile, a court case is looming 
over the custody of the children. By all 
reasonable standards, the father is unfit 
to provide other than the most basic 
financial support to the children. Carol 
strongly believes that she has been a 
good and loving mother to the children 
and that they will suffer greatly if forced 
to return to the father. Indeed, she 
believes the father is using the children 
“as pawns in a war” against her. 

Attorneys from both sides have 
met in Portland and a court date will 
shortly be selected. For the State of 
Maine, this marks the first time that an 
open Lesbian mother will fight in court 
for the custody of her children, and the 
ruling will set a precedent for future 
cases dealing with similar issues (such as 
a Gay man fighting for child custody.) 
But the legal costs will be vastly more 
than either Carol or Kim Matthews, her 
attorney, can absorb. Without generous 
donations of publicity and funds from all 
of us, the type of court presentation 
which Kim feels is necessary will not be 
possible. To this end, Carol, Kim 
Matthews and the Maine Gay Task 
Force are requesting donations — no 
matter how small — for a special fund to 
support this historic court case. For the

Parade Problems? 

GAY PARADE COMMITTEE 
ACCUSED OF SEXISM / RACISM 

Liane Esstelle, Participation Chair¬ 
person of the Gay Freedom Day Parade 
Committe in San Francisco, which is 
putting together the June 27th event, 
has accused the Parade officials of 
blatant discrimination against women 
and Third World persons. 

The Parade Steering ommittee has 
only one Lesbian, Liane herself, and no 


black, chicano, or asian members of the 
Steering Committee, and until the last 
Parade Committee meeting, it had only 
two women and two Third World gay 
persons in attendance. 

They all complained that the 
Steering Committee is comprised of 
“elitists from BAGL and from the 
Sentinel newspaper.” Sentinel news¬ 
paper owner Bill Beardemphl has 
copyrighted the use of the name Gay 
Freedom Day Parade, and had to date 
thwarted efforts of others to try and 
change the nature of the Parade from 
one of a “mardi gras” nature to one of 
“gay pride.” 

Beardemphl himself was instru¬ 
mental in changing the site of the Gay 
Fair this year from Golden Gate Park’s 
Marx Meadows, where it has been held 
the past two years, to a site in a Black 
neighborhood. The site chosen was a 
playground and neighborhood park, 
Hayward Field. 

Radical gay leftist elements who 
work in coalition with the Black 
community groups were apprised of 
possible trouble, if nearly 15,000 
persons, gay and 90% were to “invade” 
a Black community park. 

At a March parade meeting, the 
view of the Black community groups 
was presented to the Parade officials by 
the Rev. Ray Broshears, radical leftist. 
His presentation was met with hostility 
by white members of the committee, but 
a few did see that it was wrong for a 
group of middle-class whites to “in¬ 
vade” the Sunday afternoon gathering 
spot for Black people, forcing them out. 

The Gay Parade Committee then 
voted to look into other sites, as well as 
to change the Parade route, a move 
which was opposed by Chairperson, 
Randy Alfred and Sentinel representa¬ 


tive David Johns (Ramon Naruda). 

The next site chosen by Bill 
Beardemphl at another closed meeting 
at his home, was DuBoce Park, located 
on the edge of the^ nearly all Black 
Fillmore District. Again, Esstelle and 
Broshears raised the same objections, 
joined this time by Black Gay Caucus 
leader, Bill Beasley, who strongly 
opposed this “honky invasion of a 
neighborhood playgound.” Also, a 
nearby hospital (Franklin) which is 
adjacent-to the park, was not consulted 
beforehand. The protests by the radical 
gay leftists and the lesbian feminists 
rose, and they took it to the city, officials, 
and threatened a counter-fair and 
possibly a counter-parade. 

This time, Chief of Police Charles 
Gain joined in, and agreed that it would 
be most unwise to try and hold such a 
large function in such a small park in 
what is considered to be a Black 
community playground. 

Larry Eppinette of S.I R. and 
others joined in the fracus, forcing the 
BAGL leaders and Sentinel staff to 
relent, and now, the Gay Fair will be 
held in Golden Gate Park — Marx 
Meadows, which can easily accomodate 
15,000 people and with greater security 
by the crowd. 

But there are now dark clouds on 
the horizon, as radical gay leftists are 
unhappy with the sexist nature of the 
Gay Parade and are holding an event 
. the day before the parade called 
Stonewall Day Rally, in front of City 
Hall. The group is purported to be 
preparing a declaration which could 
lead to considerable trouble on the day 
of the parade itself. The group wants 
the parade committee to halt any sexist, 
racist, aegist or classist parade entry. 
The Parade Chairperson Randy Alfrt 
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has told the group to “drop dead.” 

So, San Francisco has joined New 
York and Los Angeles with a possible 
two parade and/or events celebration 
for the nationwide celebration of the 
Stonewall riots on Christopher Street 
in June, 1969.

B.A.R.T Adopts 
Gay Rights Policy 

In a brief announcement, the 
management of BART issued a state¬ 
ment that the inter-county transit 
system voted to include sexual orienta¬ 
tion among the protected classifications 
protected by their stated employment 
policies. 

The issue of contractors being 
required to include “sexual orientation” 
clauses in their contracts will be brought 
up in the administrative committee 
(BART’s) at a later date. 

Hardman Reports: 

CHRISTIAN CRAZIES LOSE 
ROUND ONE . . . 


The California Committee for 
Equal Rights states that the Family 
Lobby apparently failed to meet the 
deadline to qualify their anti-consensual 
sex initiative for the November Ballot. 

The religious-based Family Lobby, 


which operates out of Fresno, has been 
attempting to outlaw “All homosexual 
acts among any number of consenting 
adults now legal ...” 

They are also against “homosexual 
teachers . . . now protected by law,” 
and they are against “sex orgies . . . 
heterosexual and homosexual, now 
legal,” and they are against “Living in 
(sin) Adultery, legalized!” 

According to the Family Lobby, 
“God said this (consensual sex) is sin, 
but our legislators say it’s okay.” 

May 9th was the final day for the 
Lobby to have its signatures turned in 
at the various Registrars’ offices 
throughout the state. They then had 
five days for the Registrars to check the 
Initiatives and report to the Secretary of 
State’s Office. 

No signatures were turned in 
locally and the March Fong Eu’s Office 
know of none elsewhere in the state. 
This means they must try for the ballot 
in 1978, by having the signatures 
validated by June 25th 1976. They will 
need 312,404 validated signatures, and 
that usually means they must collect

450-500,000 signatures, and that- 
covers the errors and other defects in 
collecting signatures. 

The main thrust of the Initiative is 
against the Consensual Sex Law 
(AB489), signed into law by the 
Governor last January. 

By their own admission, the Family 
Lobby is “the new name for a group of 
concerned citizens,” which attempted 
and failed to put a Referendum on the 
Ballot right after the Consensual Sex Bill 
was signed; it is the former Coalition of 
Concerned Christians. They also admit 
it is an organization which includes 
church and lay groups. 

The state coordinator is Robert 
Sassone, an Orange County (where 
else?) attorney, and former head of the 
Pro Life Council in California. The state 
director is Gene Huber, a member of 
First Assembly of God, Santa Ana. 
David dePew, principle spokesperson 
helps his mother publish the “Women’s 
Christian Temperance Union’s” pub¬ 
lication Trumpet. 

Most of their activity is centered in 
the smaller towns/cities of California.

Jimmy Carter’s SF 
Gay Rights 
Statement 


The following is the unedited, 
complete statement on gay rights 
made by presidential candidate 
Jimmy Carter at a May 21, 1976, 
press conference at the Hilton 
Hotel. The first question (Do you 
believe that homosexuals are im¬ 
moral or sinners, based on biblical 
teachings; and as President, will 
you sign Congresswoman Bella 
Abzug’s bill which would add 
sexual preference to the Civil 
Rights Act of 1964?) was asked by 
B.A.R. reporter George Menden¬ 
hall. Included are additional com¬ 
ments made by Carter in answer to 
other questions on the subject: 

JIMMY CARTER 

“Well, 1 believe in the Bible 
teachings. The Bible teaches against 
homosexuality; the Bible teaches 
against fornication; the Bible teaches 
against adultery. And 1 do believe in the 
teachings of the Bible. 

“We have laws, you know, which 
our state governments very seldom 


enforce. 1 think it’s general practice in 
this country to concentrate primarily on 
the ‘victim’ crimes, not on the victimless 
crimes. 

“The thing that 1 have meant and 
that 1 still maintain is that I don’t think 
that the government at the local, state 
or federal level should single out 
homosexuals for special abuse or 
special harassment, or special prosecu¬ 
tion, under existing laws. The laws are 
reserved to the states, as you know, 
under the Constitution as has been 
recently interpreted by the federal 
courts. So although 1 do not look upon 
those as many other things as sinful, 
including lying, or a lack of showing 
respect to your own mother and father, 
abuse of the Lord’s Day; no, I don’t 
think it’s right to single out homosexuals 
for abuse. 

“Matters that are criminal are the 
ones that are determined by law, as 
passed by Congress, the President, 
legislatures and Governors to be in 
violation, and in a state where this is a 
crime, it is criminal; yes. 

“1 will certainly sign it (the Bella 
Abzug bill), because 1 don’t think it’s 
right to single out homosexuals for 
special abuse or special harassment. I 
certainly would sign it. 

“I* don’t consider myself one iota 
better than anyone else because 1 
^hajojDer^t^Jx^a^Christi^ 


never done anything other than keep 
strictly separated my political life from 
my religious life. 1 happen to be a 
Baptist and one of the basic tenents of 
the Baptist Church is the separation of 
Church and State. Also we believe in 
my denomination that one’s religious 
beliefs are something between that 
person and God, directly. We don’t 
allow our church leaders to which we 
belong to have any authority over our 
religious life. Each Baptist church is 
autonomous. And so the separation of 
Church and State is very vivid for me.”

L.A. Police Chief 
Strikes Again 

BUT IS REJECTED

Police Chief Ed Davis, LA’s notor¬ 
iously anti-gay official, has been 
attacked by his friends on that city’s 
police commission for his refusal to 
work with the L.A. gay community. 
The angry Davis said he was “sick and 
tired of the pressure” from gay bar 
owners and said that he was being 
unfairly charged as being anti-gay by 
“the most powerful lobby in the city, 
the homosexual community.” 

The Chief’s vehement stand was 
that he was being “cowed” into being 
“too lenient” on gay bars. Davis has 
consistently encouraged his officers in 
their harassment of gay bars, baths and 
special events over the years. Countless 
bars and bath raids have resulted and 
many homosexuals in Los Angeles 
have been arrested in gay establish¬ 
ments for allegedly “groping” or 
making other advances toward planted, 
young Levi-attired police officers. 

Police Commissioner Stephen 
Reinhardt told Davis at a Commission 
meeting on May 13th that he should 
begin to treat gay people “with fairness 
and dignity” and that “homosexuals are 
entitled to be treated as citizens the way 
heterosexuals are.” Reinhardt suggest¬ 
ed that new officers in the Police 
Adacemy should be trained to respect 
homosexuals. Davis was furious in his 
response, calling Reinhardt’s comments 
“a broad and uncalled for charge 
against the department.” 

Chief Davis was startled when a 
pro-Davis commissioner, James Fisk, 
said, “Ed, I think your response is 
rude.” Fisk is a former LAPD Deputy 
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Chief. Commissioner Salvador Monte¬ 
negro, who also normally sides with 
Davis, agreed with Fisk and suggested 
that the commission itself consider 
establishing a liason-person between 
itself, Davis arid the gay community. 
Davis has repeatedly refused to sit down 
with gay representatives or to establish a 
liason-person, such as exists in San 
Francisco, within his department. In his 
public speeches and writings, Davis has 
referred to gay people as “immoral” and 
“abnormal.” The Police Commission 
could remove Davis but no one believes 
that it will. Mayor Tom Bradley has set 
up a liason-person to work with the gay 
community within his office, but can not 
legally remove the Police Chief. Two 
positive signs are that the Los Angeles 
Times has become critical of Davis and 
that Davis himself has said that he will 
retire in two years. 

Peggy Stevenson, Los Angeles 
Councilwoman, has asked the commis¬ 
sion to halt the police oppression 
against gay people in business establish¬ 
ments. Her aide, Larry Reh, is an 
upfront gay and former Advocate 
editor. Stevenson charged that the 
LAPD spent considerable time in plain¬ 
clothes in gay bars but did not make a 
similar sweep of straight bars to check 
on activity there. Davis denied the 
charge, stating'that he had placed two 
policewomen in straight bars — “real 
Angie Dickinson types” — and that no 
men approached them. He said that his 
Levi-attired plainclothesmen were ag- 
gresively approached in gay bars with a 
“wham-bam-thank-you-sir” approach. 

Davis told the commissioners that it 
was he who was being maligned by the 
gay community and that Commissioner 
Reinhardt was “insulting to every 
policeman in this department” with his

call for better relations with the gay 
community. Reinhardt responded with 
“We need to educate the police 
department in proper human values.” 

Commission President Mariana 
Pfaelzer announced that the commis¬ 
sioners would wait until late its late May 
meeting to formerly respond to 
Councilwoman Stevenson’s complaint. 

New Group Forms 

Forty-eight persons attended the 
founding meeting of the Stonewall 
Coalition on May 13th, and formalized 
the new group at a meeting in the 
southern Fillmore-northern Castro area, 
Tuesday May 18th. 

Groups participating in the coali¬ 
tion are: Gay Left Coalition, Lesbian 
Action Organization, People’s Welfare 
Coalition, Gay Black Caucus, Gay 
Liberation Alliance, GALA (Gay Allia¬ 
nce of Latinos & Asians) and the Harry 
S. Truman Democratic Club. 

The new umbrella group has the 
largest amount of Lesbian women of 
any gay group or coalition in northern 
California. 

Taking an active leadership role in 
the Stonewall Coalition are Bill Beasley 
of the Gay Black Caucus. Michelle 


Bennington of the Lesbian Action 
Organization, and Mark Joplin of the 
Gay Liberation Alliance, to mention but 
a few. 

The group was formed around the 
Stonewall Day Rally, to be held 
Saturday, June 26th at the Civic Center 
on the Polk St. side of City Hall. 

The Stonewall Day Rally was 
formerly called “Gay Liberation Day,” 
and the persons coordinating the rally 
are: Paul Zaks of the Gay Student 
Coalition of SF City College, and Rev. 
Ray Broshears of the Harry S. Truman 
Democratic Club. 

The Stonewall Coalition hopes to 
raise the consciousness of 4he-homo¬ 
sexual person, until they have truly 
become liberated*.a gay person.

To The Editor 

Dear Editor: 

I’d like to thank you for printing the 
short article about the dangers of 
“rimming.” It’s encouraging to note that 
our local VD clinic, although it saw fit to 
eliminate the very successful Gay 
Health Project, is still concerned about 
our well-being. 

The area of public relations is still 
being handled, most likely, by Mr. 
Frank Meyers, who was part of the 
original Gay Health Project staff and has 
since been brought back to head up a 
one-and-a-half man project that has 
been using the remaining funds. The 
sign on the office, I noticed during my 


last visit, now reads “VD Information” 
rather than “Gay Health.” But Mr. 
Meyers has always had an abiding 
interest in the subject of rimming, and in 
cooperation with clinic management 
Donald Hawkins, has apparently 
carried on his concern. 

As one of the many gay people 
who used to work at the Clinic, I am 
pleased that these concerns are contin¬ 
uing, in some fashion. But perhaps the 
article was a bit too negative. I share the 
note of caution about the dangers of 
rimming, but with sufficient hygienic 
precautions, am convinced that it can 
be a warm and meaningful expression 
between people. I am, however, of the 
opinion that gay people do best by 
keeping this act of love among gay 
people — it is certainly less pleasant 
when gay individuals are paid to 


practice it on straight men — even if 
they are Federal employees. 

Patients of the clinic, on their next 
visit, may find it interesting to ask a few 
questions there. Such as: Why is there 
no longer a Gay Health Project? Why 
no more VD testing at the baths? What 
is being done exactly with the remaining 
$7900.00 ear-marked for the gay 
community? Where are David, Mark, 
Tom, Chuck, Electa, Mark, Dan, 
Giuliano and Gary? Why is morale so 
low and turnover of employees so high? 
Why is Mr. Hawkins, who is credited 
with making repeated reference to the 
“faggots” in the clinic, still managing the 
place?

Dear Editor: 

The San Francisco Sentinel has 
recently made several disparaging 
comments about Harvey Milk and his 
campaign for the California Assembly. 
Your May 6 issue criticised Harvey Milk 
for “munching political pie with straight 
folk” while thousands will be marching 
as a protest against the United States 
Supreme Court decision. Harvey Milk’s 
fund-raiser was planned long before the 
parade, but he attended both events. 
Harvey Milk should be commended, 
not condemned, for his political con¬ 
tacts with non-gay persons. 

In your April 22 issue you criticized 
Harvey Milk for not speaking out on gay 
rights in every speech and you 
condemned Jo Daly because she did 
speak out for gay rights at a political 
forum. Your consistency seems to exist 
only in your negativism. Gay persons 
should support Harvey’s attempt to be 
more than a one-issue gay candidate. 
There is no need for Harvey Milk to 
cram his sexual preferences down the 
public’s throat. He has been openly gay 
since his first campaign. 

Your “Editorial Comments” stated 
that “I, for one, could not care whether 
he (harvey Milk) is straight or gay.” 
Obviously you fail to recognize the most 
important issue in the struggle for gay 
rights — that we are just like other folks. 
Gay people, whether conservative, 
liberal or radical must be visible in public 
office to dispel the myths about 
homosexuals. Harvey Milk’s presence 
in the California legislature would be a 
far more powerful statement for gay 
rights than our letters, our petitions or 
straight comments about us. The two 
million gay persons in California 
deserve at least one openly gay 
representative in public office and we 
must be united to get such representa¬ 
tion. 

Some gay individuals who put their 
personal interest ahead of our com¬ 
munity interest, support Harvey’s op¬ 
ponent because he has done a few 
political errands for our. community. I 
submit that it was his job as a public 
employee to deliver those projects. We 
owe him no favors in return. We now 
need gay officeholders who will deliver 
political errands to the straight com¬ 
munity. This political turnabout will give 
us more respect than our current 
beggar’s position. 

Harvey Milk has shown admirable 
political skills by gathering 50,000 votes 
in his last campaign. If you support gay 
rights, your newspaper should unite our 
community in support of his candidacy.

A couple of months ago, Harvey 
Milk announced that he would run for 
the California Assembly from the 16th 
District of San Francisco. (No, Virginia, 
Harvey is not a big white rabbit that you 
can’t see. He is, rather, an upfront gay, 
highly visible in San Francisco politics, 
who narrowly missed a seat on the 
Board of Supervisors, losing to an all 
incumbent slate.) 

Perhaps in recognition of his good 
showing in that last race, Harvey had 
been “rewarded” with an appointment 
to the Board of Permit Appeals. When 
word first leaked that Harvey might run 
for the Assembly against the incumbent 
politicos’ choice, Mayor George 
Moscone warned that he would fire 
Harvey from his $15 a week job and, 
when Harvey actually did announce 
that he was running, Moscone did fire 
Harvey from the Board. (At least 
Moscone was a man of his word.) 

Board of Supervisors President 
Quentin Kopp, along with other political 
figures leapt to Harvey’s defense. The 
issue was extensively covered in the 
San Francisco press, solidly backing 
Harvey on that issue and roundly 
castigating Moscone for his actions. 

Five years ago, no mayor would 
have dared to appoint an open gay to 
public office. Five years ago, if a mayor 
had appointed an open gay to public 
office, we would have expected fer¬ 
ocious demands from other politicians 
and the press, for his immediate 
removal along with demands for the 
Mayor’s removal from office. At the 
very least, we could have expected 
lamentation about the general deterior¬ 
ation of the city with an open gay in 
public office, and certainly then had the 
mayor fired a gay, there would have 
been no one come to his defense. 

But it wasn’t that way. For in the 
five years since Harvey Milk first ran for 
office, he has earned the respect of the 
political community for his ability and 
capability; a respect that remains 
despite the fact that he is gay. Where it 
has become all but commonplace for 
straight politicians to solicit gay support 
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for their candidacies, Harvey was 
among the first if not the first, to turn 
that trend around and, as a gay, to seek 
and get support from the straight 
community. Harvey did not earn the 
assistance and support of the straight 
community, nor 50,000 votes because 
he is gay. If anything, being gay has cost 
him. Given all that, the adamant 
opposition to Harvey’s candidacy by 
several of our more vocal gay “leaders” 
was all but incomprehensible. 

If Harvey were inept or incom¬ 
petent, the opposition to his candidacy 
would not only be*comprehensible, but 
would have yet another member. But 
Harvey is obviously neither inept or 
incompetent, and it is only in examina¬ 
tion of his vocal gay opposition and 
their motives that that opposition begins 
to make sense. 

Examination of some of the actions 
of those vociferous vectors of the San 
Francisco political scene is revealing in 
understanding fully the reasons why 
they are bucking Harvey so avidly, and 


it is an examination that augers not well 
for the credibility of those in that 
opposition camp. 

JIM FOSTER: Asked to attend the 
first invitational discussion for a Gay 
Health Project in San Francisco, it was 
incredible to see after an hour and 
fifteen minutes of general discussion/ 
agreement on the project, the whole 
thing bog down in the politics of “who,” 
rather than the issue of “what.” It was 
even more intriguing to see Foster, 
chairing the meeting, let go the reins, 
step back with folded arms and watch as 
the whole thing scuttled from side to 
side and foundered, making no effort to 
steer the meeting back to a productive 
discussion. If it is true, as was charged 
there, that the Gay Health Project 
meeting was nothing more than a tactic 
to delay-and sabotage, to appease gays 
with the appearance of doing- some¬ 
thing, then the city could not have 
made a better choice. If nothing else, 
Foster had enough enemies to have 
virtually ensured that that meeting went 


nowhere; on the other hand, he 
seemed content enough, as if he had 
accomplished his mission and with¬ 
drawn. Since that meeting Foster has 
been found in ‘questionable’ positions in 
several other political scenarios; 

WILLIAM E. BEARDEMPHL: In a 
February, 1972 issue of B.A.R., 
BeardemphI applauded the use of 
police to rid the gay community of a 
criminal activity of which he disap¬ 
proved — gay prostitution — and set 
the stage for four years of battles over 
that fineline distinction he believes exists 
between himself and his way of life 
(acceptable/legal) and those whom he 
would have removed from his by the 
police department because he dis¬ 
approves. Now that AB489 has passed, 
legalizing prostitution in a backhanded 
way, Mr. Beardemphl’s 1972 “it’s the 
law” premise is even more assinine than 
it was then. Mr. BeardemphI deviates in 
his philosophy only’slightly from David 
B. Goodstein, in that where David B. 
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JO DALY: A member of the 
Human Rights Commission Gay Ad¬ 
visory Panel, and a Jerry Brown 
delegate to the Democratic National 
Convention. We were treated to the 
spectacle of Ms. Daly “Uncle Tomming” 
her way through a speech on the floor 
of the April 12, 1976 meeting of 
members and guests of the Alice B. 
Toklas Club, admonishing us not to 
push too hard for a rider to AB3124 
that would have begun to extend 
discrimination protections to gays. 
“Auntie Tom” Daly’s rationale for that 
diatribe was that we don’t want to 
“offend the NAACP,” the very same 
NAACP that would not take the 
defense of a gay black, man in Los 
Angeles who had been busted, hur¬ 
riedly tried and jailed on a sex offense 
case after AB489 had passed, but 
before it took effect. Pride Foundation, 
a gay organization, took the case that 
the NAACP, whom Ms. Daly doesn’t 
want to offend, wouldn’t touch. Com¬ 


mon courtesy barely restrained the 
offering of a burnt cork and the 
suggestion that she ally herself else¬ 
where, leaving us free to find an 
advocate for gay rights. 

REV. RAY BROSHEARS: Bro- 
shears worked hard to help elect 
Michael Caringi Emperor IV, only to 
find that Raymond lost in the translation 
and did not read as Armand Jean Du 
Pjessis. Characteristically, after that 
disappointment, Broshears turned on 
the whole system, in which he had 
played no insubstantial part. He 
demand (ed)(s) stripping everyone of 
their titles, leaving only the supposition 
that if indeed titleholders are to be 
stripped of those titles, we can start with 
the title of “REV.” It is not only NOT a 
title conferred by gays, but rather one 
conferred by gays’ 2000-year arch¬ 
enemy. If there is a title we can do 
without, that’s it. Mr. Broshears. it 
should also be rioted, moved with his 
customarily ingratiating charm to pre¬ 


cipitate the closing of,his own Helping 
Hands Center, and has since blamed its 
failure on everyone but the real culprit 
— himself. And it can only be amusing 
to watch as Mr. Broshears rants and 
rails against the “ego trips” of others, 
only to pick up a copy of “his” paper, 
The Gay Crusader, not one page of 
which is printed without his name 
and/or picture on it. 

Ironically, then, the most notable 
and credible opposition to Harvey’s 
candidacy comes from his opponent for 
that Assembly seat. Besides being a hot 
number, Art Agnos has a record on gay 
issues that is not that bad. Still, Agnos 
suffers from one big flaw — he’s 
straight. As such, Art Agnos did not 
“understand” gay opposition to his boss’ 
(Leo McCarthy) intention to appoint 
homophobe Alister McAlister as Chair¬ 
man of the Assembly Ways & Means 
Committee. Had Alister McAlister been 
anti-children, anti-family, anti-anything 
in which straights have a vested interest, 
alarm bells going off in Agnos’ head 
would have given him a permanent 
migraine. But McAlister is only anti-gay, 
generating no such alarm in either 
McCarthy or Agnos. 

Had it not been for a viligent 
outsider alerting us to that impending 
appointment, McAlister would right 
now be sitting in a very powerful 
position in the Assembly, wreaking 
havoc on gays throughout the state in 
his wielding of that not insubstantial 
power. Although that may not have 
been by design but, instead, by 
oversight, the result would have been 
the same. We do. not need anymore 
such results, however they come about. 

Harvey has replied to his opposi¬ 
tion, and I agree, that he need not bring 
up the issues of gay rights in every 
speech he makes. That he is running, 
that he is gay should be enough. Still, 
the vituperation spews endlessly forth as 
over and over again we are drowned in 
the cacophony that Harvey is doing 
nothing for gay rights. And the very 
same persons who scream that Harvey 
is doing nothing for gay rights are the 
very persons above who have in one 
way or another advocated abdication of 
gay rights in favor of some vested 
interest that they have.

FINDING THE ANSWERS 


Carter For 
President 

“Jesus loves me, that I know, 
because the Bible tells me so.” This 
writer has had that old hymnal phrase 
going through his mind lately. The 
implication is that one should believe in 
something, solely because it has been 
written. This gives us problems with 
presidential candidate Jimmy Carter. 
Many people in this world share his 
views, however, that one must believe 
biblical teachings. Some who hold 
Christian fundamentalist views have 
been busy in rural California pushing 
the Family Lobby petitions that could 
have voided California’s sexual freedom 

law.. They failed.however, there is 

one important factor one must keep in 
mind — Jimmy Carter is fully capable of 
separating religious conviction from his 
sense of legal equality. Let us read what 
fundamentalist Carter says about gay 
rights: 

“I oppose all forms of discrimina¬ 
tion against individuals, including dis¬ 
crimination on the basis of sexual 
orientation. As President, I can assure 
you that all policies of the Federal 
Government would reflect this commit¬ 
ment to ending all forms of discriminas- 
tions . . ” April, 1976, to Gay Raiders 
of Philadephia. 

“1 was the first presidential candid¬ 
ate to endorse the United States 
National Women’s Agenda.” (The 
agenda includes “protection of the- right 
of privacy of relationships between 
consenting adults” and “extension of all 
civil rights legislation to prohibit discrim¬ 
ination based on affectional or sexual 
preference.”) . . .April, 1976, to the 
National GAY Task Force. 

“I favor the end of harassment or 
abuse or discrimination against homo¬ 
sexuals” . . . March, 1976, on the 
“Tomorrow TV program. 

“I certainly will sign it (Congress- 
woman Bella Abzug’s bill which would 
add ‘sexual preference’ to the national 
Civil Rights Act of 1964) because I don’t 
think it’s right to single out homosexuals 
for special abuse or special harassment. 

I certainly would sign it” . . . May 21, 
1976, at a San Francisco press 
conference. 

Carter also says, “The Bible 
teaches against homosexuality; the 
Bible teaches against fornication; the 
Bible teaches against adultery. 1 do 
believe in the teachings of the Bible . . I 
don’t consider myself one iota better 
than anyone else because I happen to 
be a Christian, and I have never done 
anything other than keep strictly 
separated my political life from my 
religious life.” 

While Governor Jerry Brown 
attempts to gain on Carter and both 
Humphrey and Kennedy wait in the 
wings for a “draft” to sweep them into 
office, Carter is consistently being 
upfront on gay rights. He makes no 
hesitation in speaking out on the subject 
at all times — not just in closeted 
meetings with a few gay leaders. Carter 
has also placed upfront gay people on 
his California staff — Charles Graham, 
funding coordinator, and John Roberts, 
scheduler. 

The Carter campaign has also 



established a statewide Gay Advisory 
Commjttee to counsel Carter on gay 
rights issues. Included in the group of 
San Francisco supporters are Ian 
Barlow, Langley-Porter psychiatrist and 
former Whitman-Radclyffe president 
and Larry Littlejohn, past SIR president 
and Pride official. In Los Angeles 
committee members include Morris 
Right, Rev. Troy Perry and three gay 
legislative aides. 

There are those who feel that a 
person’s religious belief should not be 
public — that it is strictly a private 
matter. We agree — but the truth is that 
Watergate changed all of that. Every¬ 
thing about a candidate for public office 
will be public — including the person’s 
sex life. It is significant that Carter is not 
avoiding his political reality and is willing 
to discuss the fact that he has deep 
religious convictions — but that he can 
separate them from politics. His honesty 
is refreshing. 

This reporter believes it is also 
essential that we openly discuss Carter’s 
faults and one of them is evident in the 
area of gay rights: He still believes that 
homosexuals in the federal service 
should not be given security clearance 
because “in areas that involve the 
armed forces or other security matters, 
and highly secret relationships of a 
homosexual nature would be subject to 
severe blackmail.” However, when 
Tom Snyder of the “Tomorrow” show 
told Carter that heterosexuals could 
have similar blackmail situations, Carter 
replied, “I do have a hangup about that 
particular thing where the blackmail 
would be possibly used to the detriment 
of our nation. But I can see that you 
have an argument there about hetereo- 
sexual behavior too.” 

It appears that Carter needs 
educating in the area and his Gay 
Advisory Committee will, no doubt, be 
making that a major project. 

Our feelings and prejudices as a 
reporter are upfront too. Being agnos¬ 
tic, we find Carter’s fundamentalism 
disturbing. Being an activist for gay 
rights, we find Carter’s “blackmail” 
theory weak. It is obvious that we are 
going to have to live with Carter’s 
Baptist concepts and we are hopeful 
that we can change his “hangup” on 
security clearances. In every other way, 
Carter is superior in his attitudes and 
promises on gay rights. We may not buy 
all of Jimmy Carter, but at this point, he 
is a person gay activists should be 
seriously considering.

My Concept Of A 
Legislator 

There is a basic difference in my 
concept of what a member of the State 
Assembly should be, versus that 
which my opponent holds. In my 
opponent’s campaign material, he 
stresses that he will be a “trouble¬ 
shooter” for the people, basing this 
concept on his experience as a well-paid 
aide to a member of the Assembly from 
another district. 

My concept is different. 1 think a 
legislator should be involved in the root 


causes of the problems that plague us. 
He should be involved with enacting 
legislation to correct these problems, 
thus doing away with the need for 
“trouble-shooters” in the first place. 

If we need • “trouble-shooters” at 
the present, it’s because so many of our 
legislators seem to have no ideas or 
plans for solving our problems. In fact, 
they seem to have given up trying to 
solve the problems themselves and 
have merely attended to the symptoms, 
substituting temporary “programs” for 
real solutions. They avoid the hard, 
politically unpopular, long-term de-. 
cisions and rely more and more on the 
short-term answers provided by their 


“trouble-shooters.” It’s like putting 
Band-Aids on a cancer, when the 
logical, though difficult, solution might 
be surgery. 

And so our unsolved problems 
breed more and greater problems, 
which in turn breed the need for more 
“trouble-shooters.” The bureaucracy 
continues to do what it does best 
create more and more bureaucrats — 
and we end up with government-by- 
“trouble-shooting.” My opponent even 
lists as his greatest qualifications, those 
of a “trouble-shooter”! 

I think my opponent lowers the 
position and importance of a legislator 
when he conceives of the post as being 
that of a glorified “trouble-shooter.” 
There is good reason for this. He has 
spent the last ten years of his life 
working for the government — meaning 
you — at an excellent salary. He has 
been sheltered in the arms of the

System. While he is undoubtedly aware 
(at least in an abstract sense) of poverty, 
the disruption caused by the loss of a 
job, and the cripling financial blows that 
steadily-mounting taxes can cause a 
homeowner, for him it’s been some¬ 
thing of a spectator sport. He’s been an 
observer, not a participant, and has 
never really experienced the daily fight 
for survival that most of us have to face. 
I’m not being accusatory here — in 
some respects, I may be envious. I’m a 
small businessman and I’m well aware 
of the uncertainties of the economy, 
exactly what the “inflationary spiral” 
means when I’m forced to raise prices to 
my customers, and how taxes can eat 
into your earnings. 

HARRY S. TRUMAN 

Like every politician, I have my 
own model. My personal hero in 
government — it’s no secret — is Harry 
Truman. He was a great President and I 
think that one of the reasons why, is 
that he operated a small business prior 
to going into politics. 

Unlike many Presidents, he wasn’t 
born into great wealth; he had to scratch 
for every dime he made. He never 
developed a contempt for the common 
man, perhaps because he had person¬ 
ally waited on so many of them in his 
Kansas City clothing store. Once in 
public office, he never patronized his 
constituents, perhaps because he never 
forgot the time when he had to file 
bankruptcy. 

The people who supported Tru¬ 
man were those who had to sweat for 
their daily bread, many who may not 
have been as inarticulate as others, with 
their tongues, but were loving in their 
hearts, those who instinctively recog¬ 
nized that no person is born to greatness 
but many people rise to it. 

Truman was beloved by the people 
because He was one of them — and 
they knew it. He was not a devious 
President and disconcerted many of his 
fellow politicians by saying what he 
thought, not by parroting what he knew 
would be popular. When he retired, he 
spent his days in Independence giving 
personal tours of the Truman Library 
and lecturing to school kids on repre¬ 
sentative government. 

In his final days, Harry Truman 
always considered himself a representa¬ 
tive of the people. 

I think that’s important. The 
government doesn’t belong to the 
lawyers. It doesn’t belong to the profes¬ 
sional politicians, and it doesn’t belong 
to the bureaucrats who, understandably 
enough, have become wedded to the 
patterns of thinking that prevail within 
the bureaucracy itself. 

The government belongs to the 
people. And new ideas, as they usually 
do in business itself, will have to come 
from the outside — from the people. 
That’s why we have elections as often as 
we do: to get new ideas and new input 
from the people. 

I can understand my opponent’s 
approach to government and sympath¬ 
ize with it. He wants to solve the day-to- 
day crisis — it’s the only approach he 
knows. He’s a bureaucrat and to be 
honest, we need some bureaucrats. But 
we aren’t going to solve our problems 
by electing to public office the aides of 
those who have already wrestled with 
those same problems for the past two 
decades — and lost, two falls out of 
three. We need new input, we need 
new ideas. 

Unfortunately, it hardly seems 
reasonable to assume that a man who 
has worked within the bureaucracy for 
the last ten years is going to have any 















































































new ideas as to how it should function. 

My own concept of government is 
different. I want to get at the underlying, 
the fundamental causes of the problems 
and solve them so we don’t continue to 
drift from one crisis to another. There’s 
no reason for us to become a political 
BART and have to constantly depend 
on “trouble-shooters” to pull us 
through. 

And I want to see the government 
returned to the people. There is an 
understanding of what people need and 
want that 1 don’t think you can absorb 
from inside the concrete and marble 
walls of our statehouses. I think too 
many of our legislators lack the human 
dimension that comes from personal 
experience. 

I think you have to take to the 
streets. I think you have to mingle with 
the people and feel the poverty and 
smell the fear when a job is lost — or 
when it takes three months to find 
another. You can get the same basic 
information from government graphs 
and statistics, but the human element 
gets lost in translation. 

To sum it up: 1 think our state, and 
the city of San Francisco, need more 
than Band-Aids. I think they need 
intensive care. I think my opponent 
considers being a legislator as merely 
being a somewhat larger version of a 
“trouble-shooter.” I don’t think he 
grasps that a legislator’s real job is to 
pass the badly-needed laws to correct 
the present failures and inequities of 
government. 

If you want your legislator to 
devote his working hours to being a 
day-to-day “trouble-shooter,” then I’m 
not your candidate. If you want your 
legislator to devote his time to solving 
the basic causes of our distress, and 


delegating the daily routine to his aides, 
then I am your candidate. 

The choice is yours. 

PROPOSITION 15 - NUCLEAR 
SAFETY 

Many people have asked me why I 
am for Proposition 15. There are two 
basic reasons. The first is that Dr. 
Edward Teller, “father” of the hydrogen 
bomb and one of the leading advocates 
of “No” on 15, recently told me that we 
are nearing a major breakthrough on 
solar energy. Shortly after I talked to 
him, he issued a statement that “the 
answer to our energy needs lies with 
solar, not nuclear, energy and that was 
where our first priority ought to be.” 
Solar energy would save money, 
conserve fossil fuels and cut down on 
pollution. If all of it could be utilized — 
and I’m aware of its limitations — 
enough energy in the form of sunlight 
falls on California in one day to power 
the world for a week. There’s no 
question at all that we should be 
spending more money on developing 
this source. The raw material is free, it’s 
clean and there’s plenty of it. 

The second reason I’m for “Yes” 
on Proposition 15 is that nuclear plants 
haven’t been proven safe. Just because 
there have been no melt-downs, no 
major accidents, doesn’t mean they’re 
safe. If they are so safe, then why are 
they spending $15,000,000 to build a 
second dome over the nuclear plant at 
San Onofre? Why do so many nuclear 
engineers who have worked in the field , 
claim they’re not safe? And finally, why 
are so many corporations, which have 
millions invested in nuclear plants, 
spending more millions to defeat 
Proposition 15? 

Proposition 15 asks the companies 
concerned to prove that their nuclear 


plants are safe. Could it be that that’s candidate Fred Harris has dropped out. 
impossible? I’m still listening to the others.

not in Orange County.” Given the 
chance, Milk could be a political symbol 
of good will for the Homosexual 
Community of this country, much less 
the State of California. 

Those gay “political leaders” in San 
Francisco who are supporting Milk’s 
opponent seem to be doing it because 
they don’t dare oppose a candidate who 
has been hand-picked by the Mayor. I 
like George Moscone and am damned 
glad that he was elected, but it doesn’t 
give him the right to tell the gay 
community that they can’t have their 
own elected officials. Most of those who 
support Milk’s opponent are the same 
political gays who have been promised 
an appointment to one Commission or 
another, or are holding their breaths, 
hoping that if they follow the Mayor’s 
wishes, he might look favorably on 
them and offer therri a few political 
crumbs to keep them happy. 

Many point out how “important” 
Harvey Milk’s appointment to the Board 
of Permit Appeals was, (I ask you to 
take notice) BUT that no gays were 
appointed to the one Commission that 
really would have been important — the 
Police Commission. 

One political reporter who is 
supporting Milk’s opponent writes that 
“there is a place in SF politics for Milk” 

— implying that Milk should wait and 
run for Supervisor again, yet that same 
reporter has never helped Milk in his 
past campaigns and it is doubtful if he 
would be around should Milk run again 
for Supervisor. This is the same reporter 
who wrote in a recent Advocate article 
that Milk’s opponent is married with 
three children. (I don’t know what good 
he thinks fiction like that in a gay 
publication would do for his candidate) 
But the truth is, Milk’s opponent has 
been married less than a year and has 
no children. 

The fact that Harvey Milk admits to 
being gay is not the only reason 1 am 
supporting him, but it is a good enough 
reason to do so. This is a chance to 
show the rest of the people that an 
up-front gay can do every bit of good a 
job as anyone else. This is our chance to 
elect one of our own and we would be 
damned fools not to take that chance.

Police Attack On 
“Gay Cops” Idea 

By George Mendenhall 

The Policeman, official newspaper 
of the San Francisco Police Officers 
Association has re-run an anti-gay SF 
Examiner article in its May issue. The 
article is by James Crowley, a Police 
Inspector with the Sex Detail of the 
SFPD. Crowley, unrelated to the 
President of the POA, is a “minister in 
blue” who quotes biblical scripture to 
justify his attitude that homosexuals are 
“indecent” people who have serious 
mental problems. 

The POA also runs an unsigned 
letter (all other POA letters are signed) 
which questions whether gay cops 
should be tolerated because of possible 
locker/shower room sexual activity and 
whether gay cops (male) should be 
permitted to search male suspects. In a 
front page editorial, Officer Robert 
Musante refers to the gay issue and then 
asks, “The city pays us a lot of money, 
so tell me why they do not insist on 
quality for their money?” 

The conservative police association 
has consistently opposed the Police- 
Community Reflations unit and it has 
been accused of many black officers as 
being “racist.” The black officers 
eventually formed their own associa¬ 
tion, Officers for Justice. The POA has 
attacked Police Chief Gain repeatedly, 
particularly his attempts to form friendly 
liason relationships with minority groups 
in the city. In running the SF Examiner 
article in a prominent place in its May 
“Policemen,” the POA made it clear to 
its readers what its position is ... No 


Gay cops. 

Crowley’s article quotes a psychia¬ 
trist, JH Rankin, to the effect that 
homosexuals are mentally disturbed 
and “ill-equipped to deal with sudden, 
unexpected and, at times, primitive 
situations such as often found in the 
fields of police activity.” He asks if Gains 
intends to also put “the elderly, the very 
young, the mentally and physically 
handicapped, and the inept” on the 
police force. 

The POA — if it is following 
Crowley’s thinking — believes that 
homosexuals are unworthy of being 
“normal.” He says, “if the homosexual 
were not a disturbed personality, why 
would it be necessary for him to ‘justify’ 
the unnatural as opposed to the natural, 
the aberrant as opposed to the normal; 
and what has always been understood 
as a perversion, why does he now seek 
to justify as a preference?” This 
evidentally means that homosexuals 
who attempt to explain why they are 
not less than human ARE less than 
human because they are defensive. 

Not only does Crowley, a member 
of the Fellowship of Christian Peace 
Officers, attempt to document his 
theological justification for his anti-gay 
analysis and play the role of psycholo¬ 
gist, but he adds a historical perspective. 
“What has history told us about the 
problem of homosexuality?” asks Crow¬ 
ley, assuming that there is a'“problem.” 
He answers his question with, “We 
think it would be safe to say that where 
the practice has been widespread or 
“accepted”, then it proved to be a sign 
of decadence so great that the particular 
society where it flourished, eventually 
became too weak to survive.”

News From Foran 

Legislation giving San Francisco 
the first National Maritime Museum in 
the nation has been approved by the 
California- State Assembly, Assembly- 
man John F. Foran announced* 
recently. 

Foran’s legislation would transfer to the 
Federal government the San Francisco 
State Historical Park at the foot of Hyde 
St and the Haslett Warehouse. In 
addition, the legislation would transfer 
to the Federal Government. Phelan 
Beach, Baker Beach and Seal Rocks 
State Beach, and the government 
would assume responsibility for main¬ 
tenance of the Victorian Park at Aquatic 
Park. 

Foran’s office also announced 
passage of AB3067, the Angel Island 
Immigration Station Bill, which will 
appropriate $250,000 to the Dept, of 
Parks and Recreation for the repair and 
restoration of the Immigration Station 
Barracks on Angel Island. This bill 
further calls for the display and inter¬ 
pretation of the calligraphy found within 
the barracks. 

From 1905 to 1941, the island 
(often called the Ellis Island of the 
West) was the foreboding gateway for 
tends of thousands of Asian Immigrants 
to Northern California. The calligraphy 
laments the sufferings and sorrow of its 
inmates. 

“Angel Island Immigration Station 
has a great social, cultural and historical 
significance on a national, state and 
local level ... It constitutes an invalu¬ 
able and irreplaceable part of Asian- 
American history. It is in the best public 
interest to make ... the Barracks 
available for study and visitation by all 
people in order to inform the American 
public of a very significant chapter in the 
history of Asian-Americans,” Foran 
said.

Show Biz In Review 


By Donald McLean 

Film: Stay Hungry 

Stay Hungry, now playing at The 
Bridge on Geary, is an interesting film 
that doesn’t work. Director/producer/ 
writer Bob Rafelson took an essentially 
downbeat novel by Charles Gaines, 
author of Pumping Iron , and tried to 
give it an up # beat message. The two 
(both men wrote the screenplay) seem 
at odds throughout the film, neither 
, ultimately winning. 

The film is about a group of 
Alabama shady wheeler-dealers who 
are buying up property for a big 
business deal, including wealthy sole- 
surviving-heir-of-Alabama-aristocracy 
Jeff Bridges. The one lone holdout is a 
bodybuilder's gym. so Bridges is 
assigned to wheedle them into selling. 
Instead, he finds contentment with 
gutsy Sally Fields and level-headed 
musclebuilder Arnold Schwarzenegger, 
who prefers to “stay hungry” rather 
than find a comfortable situation 
because staying hungry keeps you 
progressing as a person. The sleazy 
owner of the gym (well played by R.G. 
Armstrong) is lured into selling by a 
sexual workout with two whOrish sluts, 
rapes Fields, tries to maim Bridges and 
plans to abscond with the prize money 
for the bodybuilding contest. Highlight 


of the film is seeing dozens of bikinied 
musclemen running through the streets 
of Birmingham as the townspeople 
gape in astonishment. 

The conflict in Bridges between 
finding himself as a person and resting 
comfortably upon the family name 
security is dealth with steadily through¬ 
out the film, contrasting the vacuous 
social life of the country club set (with a 
delectable turn by Fannie Flagg) and the 
real people who grapple with life. There 
is little humor in it, and the real people 
seem almost as devoid of fun as the 
plastic, and the film is a montage of 
moments that capture the spirit but 
provide no continuity or flow to the film. 
Scenes of Bridges and his uncle 
philosophizing in the garden are as 
subtle as a brickbat, the narration by the 
uncle is unnecessary, and it becomes 
increasingly grim until it appears 
Refelson is trying to shock us into 
acceptance. Since 1 cared nothing about 
any of the people involved, especially 
Bridges character, who is appealing but 
shallow, detachment was the strongest 
emotion the film conjured. 

Bridges is appealing boyish as 
usual. Sally Fields is excellent as the 
country girl who copes and fights, and 
Arnold Schwarzenegger makes a very 
impressive acting debut that bodes well 
for future roles. Rafelson captures many

fine moments, but only moments, along 
the way, but your reaction when the 
lights come up will probably be, “What’s 
it all about?” . . . and that’s what it’s all 
about.

between Man and Woman, recalls lost 
loves or cockily .tells of high class 
hookers and low class pushers, Ann 
Weldon proves again and again that she 
is a formidable acting talent as well as 
being a vocal delineator of intelligence. 
Her versions of Something Cool, I’m a 
Woman and Willow Weep for Me are 
unparallelled. 

Unfortunately, in her second show 
at The City, her repertoire was not a 
heavyweight selection. Several up¬ 
tempo jazz numbers blended together 
unmemorably, her first two numbers did 
little to get the set off to a flying start, but 
gradually she built to a climatic I’m Your 
Pusher Man, which must stand as her 
finest example of perfect Weldon, 
combining the actress and the singer in 


equal parts. 

Ann Weldon works much the same 
as another favorite lady of mine, Ann 
Dee. Both ladies create an ambiance 
with each new song, both work with 
security and style, arid both sing a song 
from the jnside put. While I have seen 
Ann Weldop on better nights, when her 
material was more varied and her 
command more total. I have never seen 
Ann Weldon less than worthwhile. And 
there aren’t too many performers I’d 
say that about! 

(Frank Loverde now playing at The 
City in a two week return engagement, 
then sister Maxine Weldon makes her 
first local appearance in a long while, on 
June 9th for 2 weeks. Having never 
seen Maxine, I look forward to meeting 
another talented Weldon.)

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every laugh. And there is absolutely no 
excuse for DuBose allowing Curtis 
Simpson to outrageously camp the part 
of the erstwhile playwright like a manic 
Maggie the Cat. It’s one thing to play a 
cliche; it’s another thing to bring one on 
with you. 

The entire show is written in 
sweeping stereotypes, and no one 
could accuse George Oppenheimer of 
writing a book that was anything more 
than barely serviceable. Katey La- 
Bourdette, as Bunny, zeroes right in on 
the correct level; she looks perfect, with 
the forced vivacity so appropriate of the 
period, and she can toss off a flip line 
with the best of ’em. That she’s vocally 
weak on Lady is a Tramp is a minor 
deterrent to an otherwise winning 
performance. Barry Woodruff as Steve 
doesn’t appear until the second act and 
provides a sorely needed boost upon his 
arrival; his Mountain Greenery dance 
solo is a highspot in the evening. Vocasl 
honors go to Brian Smith and Mary 
Cleere Haran, who knock out Where or 
When with professional aplomb, and do 
justice to the music of Rodgers & Hart 
throughout the evening, SMith with a 
ringing tenor and Miss Haran with 
velvet vocal touch. These four perfor¬ 
mances keep Babes in Arms afloat, 
aided by a couple of snappy chorus 
numbers choreographed in drill team 
fashion by Charlet Lee Pulham. 

Diana Caperello scores a few nice 
moments as the dewy ingenue Susie, 
Michelle Marrus hits her stride with her 
first scene and becomes monotonous 
shortly thereafter, Joni Skelton grabs 
what few lines she has and makes the 
most of them, and G^ne Cubitto aims 
to recreate Carleton Carpenter and 
suceeds in creating a Mongoloid idiot. 
The direction by DuBose is terribly 
uneven and undisciplined, totally unlike 
his Promendade a few seasons back, 
the musical direction by Ron Manuel 
and ; costumes by David F. Draper are 
fine, and Donnell Walsh has done 
admirable sets for the Showcase 
Theatre basement. 

If you can appreciate a handful of 
firstrate performances and a great show 
score and ignore the amateur theatrics 
with more good intentions than skill 
along the way (including an Aida 
takeoff that goes on interminably),

Babes in Arms might work as fun 
nostalgia if the cast and director Glenn 
DuBose had realized that cornball 
humor and wholesome innocence are 
only funny if played sincerely. About V 2 
the cast of Babes is pure high school 
cutesy, telegraphing and commenting 
upon the book instead of acting it. 
“Here comes another funny line and 
you’re going to howle over this one!” 
punches Julie Knox as Terry, broadly 
overplaying ever line and thus killing 
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Babes in Arms provides a musically 
rewarding entertainment of solid 
Rodgers & Hart.

It’s becoming very monotonous 
writing glowing reviews of the San 
Francisco Ballet this season, so I’m 
delighted to report that in their Gala 
program on May 16th at the Opera 
House, out of 17 pieces, there were two 
I really couldn’t abide. Two, mind you! 
That meant there v'ere 15 wonderful 
moments I had to endure, but those two 
made it all worthwhile. After all, if 1 
keep writing rave notices, it’s going to 
ruin my reputation. 

First there was the turgid Danses 
Concertantes, choreographed by Lew

in Michael Smuin’s droll Pulchinella 
Variations, the most exquisite moment 
of the evening in Smuin’s Harp 
Concerto with the glorious. Diana Weber 
and Vane Vest to the music of Carl 
Reinecke, and guest artists Suzanne 
Farrell and Peter Martins in Jerome 
Robbins Afternoon of a Faun, a 
narcissistic pas de deux danced with 
admirable control. 

I stopmed to the lobby during the 
intermission, furiously trying to think of 
new ways to say “another sublime 
evening” (which is very frustrating when 
everyone knows I have a drawer filled 
with venomous sayings just waiting to 
be used!). Well, maybe the second half 
will fall apart, I kept thinking.

Tommy Breslin - 

Interview: Meet 
Tommy Breslin 


Tommy Breslin has certainly had a 
varied career thus far, but his latest 
assignment really has him going to the 
dogs. The 30 year old actor is currently 
on view at the Little Fox Theatre in the 
title role of Snoopy, Charles Schulz’s 
favorite canine. Breslin was last seen in 
San Francisco as the young Freshman 
in the pre-Broadway production of 
Good News a couple of seasons back, 
which went to.the dogs in an entirely 
different way. 

“It was the best it ever was in San 
Francisco. Then they (the producers) 
got itchy in Chicago and started 
changing it. And they brought in 
Michael Kidd to direct (Breslin’s upper 
lip curls ever so slightly). I did it total for 
14 months. My part? Essentially, Abe 
Burrows would say"‘O K.! We have a 
dead spot here. Breslin, come out and 
do something. Fall down.’ Then, when 
we got to New York, they decided to 
have six weeks of previews, during 
which John Payne’s contract was up. 
He said, ‘I said I’d do it for a year and I 
have. Goodbye.’ So they brought in 
Gene Nelson.” And Tommy recalls one 
more disappointment — “I was not on 
the cover of After Dark with the other 
guys.” 

Breslin’s entrance into show bus¬ 
iness could be best described as 
circuitous. Originally from Connecticut 
(“where they make aspirin”), he was an 
English major at Rutgers Univ. “Two 
friends and I used to save our money 
and go into New York to see shows. I 
even saw Anyone Can Whistle. And 
that was my only exposure to drama.” 
Prior to college, poverty, chastity, and

obedience. They asked me to leave 
because I was too worldly. 1 was into 
writing shows by then. 1 transformed My 
Fair Lady into My Fair Novice. My 
father used to make fun of me. When 
I’d wear my habit, he’d say ‘Are you 
wearing that black dress again?!” 

After leaving the seminary upon 
request, and gathering his college 
credentials, Breslin taught . . for ex¬ 
actly two weeks . . .high school Eng¬ 
lish. But teaching is difficult for a 20 
year old who looks about 10, is 5’6” tall 
and has a baby face. “The first day, I 
was sitting in my classroom waiting for 
my first class and this big tall kid walks in 
and says, 'Hey, punk, I’m sitting here!’ 
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got my first job playing Randolph in a 
production of Bye Bye Birdie only 
because the director hated children and 
refused to use a 10 year old. But I got 
my own Equity card then. 1 made my' 
Broadway debut in a play entitled Fire, 
that lasted 2 weeks. It was about the last 
8 people on the earth. Nobody wanted 
to know about the end of the world. 
Then I went into George M for a year. 
I’d never tap-danced and I ended up 
replacing Gene Castle in the Popularity 
number by the end of the run.” 

“In stock I do plays, but in New 
York I always do musicals.” Which is 
incredible considering Tommy Breslin 
has never had any training, much less a 
dance.class, but has garnered job after 
job on sheer chutzpah and the ability to 
deliver whatever is needed. After 
George (Joel Grey is only 5’4” and Pm 
5’6”, so ha ha!”), Tommy went into the 
ill-fated 70 Girls 70. “I was the only 
person under 60 in the show. David 
Burns died on stage with me in the 
Forest Theatre in Philadelphia.” And 
Tommy means literally died. The show 
was about the residents of an old folks 
home, and Burns was the principal 
comedian. One night he walked on 
stage with Breslin, suffered a sudden 
massive heart attack and fell dying 
behind a sofa. The audience thought it 
was another bit of sctick until the curtain 
was rung down; Hans Conreid was 
brought in ana the show extensively 
re-written, but when it opened in New 
York, the newspaper strike was on. Just 
a doomecL show almost from the start. 
“And right after that, I got to do Purlie 
and 1 was a minority again.” 

And now the breezy Mr. Breslin is 
in San Francisco playing a beagle that 
sings and dances. Tommy has flirted 
with the world of Schulz for a long time. 
“I auditioned for Good Man, Charlie 
Brown 15 times and it never worked 
out.” Deciding it was never meant to be, 
he originally turned down Snoopy 
when it was first offered on Tuesday, on 
Wednesday the local producers made 
another, better offer and Breslin was on 
a plane that night winging to San 
Francisco to climb upon his doghouse at 
long last. “A lot of people in New York 
wish there was more theatre here 
because I’d move in a second if I could 
work.” 

Tommy will play Snoopy at least 
through the summer here. And what 
then? He affably shrugs his shoulders 
and smiles confidentaly — “I’m happy 
to go with whatever comes up for me. 
I’m all adventure!”

THE LAW PROTECTS 
“ALL PERSONS” 

The women’s lib group has filed 
some suits that have helped 
homosexuals. 

Classing people according to their 
sexual habits is unconstitutional. The 
14th •Ammendement protects “all 
Persons.” 

In one case, a bar that catered to 
homosexuals lost its license. An appeal 
court reversed that case. Homosexuals 
have aright to meet in bars just as 
anyone else. The restriction was held 
invalid. 

The California Supreme Court has 
said that, “The status of sex, like race 
and lineage, frequently bears to relation 
ro ability to perform or contribute to 
society.” The court recently struck 
down a law that said women might not 


work as bartenders. 

A teacher may not be fired for 
being a homosexual. If such a teacher 
acts in a way that endangers discipline 
in the schools, the teacher could be 
fired. 

The California Civil Rights Act prohibits 
discrimination in all “business establish¬ 
ments of every kind whatsoever.” 

Besides the right to sue for the legal 
penalty of $250, the law may order a 
stop to any further discrimination. 

For people who are discriminated 
against, there is a process' for formal 
accusation. This allows public hearing 
and a right to review by a court. 

Fair employment rules are en¬ 
forced by both state and federal 
agencies. These fair employment laws 
allow for “bona fide occupational 
qualifications.” The law does allow

In another case the defendant was 
arrested for using the mails to defraud. 
The government said that he was 
making false statements about his 
religious experiences. An appeal court 
said this was in effect a heresy trial. No 
one can be made to prove his religious 
beliefs. 

Long ago courts held it uncon¬ 
stitutional to make a state official or a 
state employee declare his belief in the 
existence of God. Such a religious test 
for public office invades a person’s 
freedom of belief and religion. 

Sometimes one faction of a church 
will challenge control by another group. 
Even when the suit deals with property 
rights of the church, the courts usually 
refuse to rule. They say those are 
matters for the church itself to,decide. 
[Note: California lawyers offer this 
column so you may know about our 
laws.]

BE NO THEOLOGIANS YOU 
LEGISLATORS AND JUDGES . . . 

Every once in a while a state or 
local legislator will try to pass a law 
about teaching the story of creation. 


Usually the bill favors the biblical version 
of creation in six days, as opposed to 
Darwin’s theory of gradual evolution 
over millions of years. 

Tennessee tried to stop teaching 
evolution. The law was challenged in 
the courts. A Federal court ruled the law 
unconstitutional. It was a violation of 
the first ammendment. States may not 
pass laws “respecting the establishment 
of religion.” 

That law not only gave top billing 
to the Adam and Eve version; it also 
labeled other versions as “satanical 
beliefs of human origin.” These at¬ 
tempts to have the government resolve 
religious arguments have frustrated 
religious students and theologians for 
centuries. The courts say that law¬ 
makers aren’t all that knowledgeable; 
nor should they be allowed to say that 
religious theory teachers should teach 
their students. 

As a rule the courts are in no 
position to resolve religious disputes. In 
one case the North American Russian 
Orthodox Church sued, to establish the 
right to use a cathedral that was 
controlled by Russian church author¬ 
ities. The plaintiff quoted a State law 
that made the American Church 
autonomous — or free of control. The 
law was designed to prevent political 
use of the church by the Soviet 
government. The court held this law 
unconstitutional. The State was trying 
to interfere with church policies. This 
was an ecclesiastical issue for the church

and looks. During my interview 
with her, I was to learn she was 
born in Brooklyn, New York, 
and raised in Westbury, 
New York.

"A CHORUS LINE" BENEFIT 

A RIP OFF 

SAN FRANCISCO - Two benefit 
previews of "A Chorus Line' 
were advertised and sold in San 
Francisco during the week prior 
to the official opening at the 
Curran Theater on May 11th. 

A Sunday matinee per¬ 
formance held May 9th was 
billed as a benefit for Whitman- 
Radcliff Foundation, The Pride 
Foundation and the Society for 
Individual Rights. Tickets were 
offered in both the San 
Francisco Chronicle and the San 
Francisco Examiner at prices 
ranging from $20, $50 and $100. 

A check with the Civic 
Light Opera Company which is 
I presenting the show here re- 
1 vealed that the block of tickets 
being offered as benefit tickets 
was purchased by a local 
caterer, Arthur Barry Simon. 

Officials of Whitman- 
Radcliff, Pride and SIR knew 
nothing of the benefit and soon 
discovered that the same block 
of tickets purchased for the 
advertised "benefit" were 
actually being sold through 
another ad which ran in gay 
publications. Those ads adver¬ 
tised the tickets at $30 or $35 
to attend a "Preview 
Performance and Cast Party." 

Tickets for the May 9th 
performances were sold through 
Gramophone Records at 
1538 Polk Street here. The 
shopkeeper said he merely pro¬ 
vided a place to buy the tickets 
and accommodated the actual 
beneficiary, Arthur B. Simon. 

According to officials of 
the Civic Light Opera 
Company, they had no con¬ 
nection with the proposed 
benefit. They said that Arthur 
B. Simon had gone to New York 
City in September of last year 


and made all the necessary 
arrangements to acquire the 
block of tickets. 

Both Bernard Weiner of 
the Chronicle's theater page 
and the theatrical editor , 
Stanley Eichlebaum, of the 
Examiner reported the same 
facts: a request for free space 
was made to facilitate a benefit 
for three tax-exempt organiza¬ 
tions.. The copy for the free 
space was submitted on the 
Friday before the Monday and 
Tuesday on which the plug was 
actually published in the news¬ 
papers. 

As late as two days before 
the benefit date the informa¬ 
tion contained in the free plugs 
was confirmed as factual by 
persons answering questions 
over the advertised telephone 
number. 

When questioned by this 
reporter, Arthur B. Simon 
admitted he originally planned 
to give a benefit for the three 
gay organizations, but , that 
"since the gay community did 
not seem interested" he 
changed his mind. 

"Are you aware that none 
of the officers of the three 
organizations admits ever being 
informed about the proposed 
benefit?" he was asked. 

"There would not be that 
much money left anyway," 
Simon responded. 

"Is it true that you are 
also catering the party after 
the show and will make money 
from the bar?" he was asked. 

Avoiding a direct answer 
he replied, "What difference 
doe it make? There are a lot of 
expenses. I thought I was going 
to have the champagne donated; 
now I may have to pay for it. 
There won’t be much profit."

was packed. The "Preview Per¬ 
formance" was a well-received 
success. The house was 'sold 
out! 

After the show, hundreds 
of ticket holders went off to 
the Cast Party which was held 
at the spacious Design Center 
at 101 Kansas Street here. 

The free champagne ran 
out in a hurry, but the drinking 
and dancing went on for hours 
with the "no-host" bar selling 
drinks at one dollar each. 

Since no "benefit" funds 
were offered to The Pride 
Foundation, and apparently 
none was given to SIR or 
Whitman-Radcliff either, Pride 
filed a forman complaint with 
the San Francisco District 
Attorney. 

The legal committee of 
SIR met and took notice of the 
situation and voted to recom¬ 
mend legal action to the mem¬ 
bership. The membership met 
the next evening and requested 
the Pride Foundation to repre¬ 
sent SIR's interest in any legal 
action. 

According to a spokes¬ 
person for Whitman-Radcliff, 
the attorney Earl (Rick) Stokes 
will be looking after their 
interest.

SAN FRANCISCO CONSIDERS 
NEW PROCEDURES FOR 
COMPLAINTS AGAINST 

POLICE OFFICERS 

SAN FRANCISCO - Members of 
the Society for Individual 
Rights, The Pride Foundation, 
Bay Area Gay Liberation and 
other gay organizations have 
joined with members of the 
straight community here to 
consider new procedures in 
handling complaints against 
police officers. 

As proposed by the Bar 
Association of San Francisco, 
and recommended by Citizens 
for Justice, the S.F. Police 
Commission would be asked to 
set up a Citizens' Complaint 
Bureau. 

The appointees would not 
be police officers, but citizens. 

The purpose, according to 
proponents, is to establish an 
effective. method of investi¬ 
gating citizens' complaints of 
police misconduct, which every 
one of us agrees is essential to 
trust placed in police . The 
complaint bureau would provide 
prompt, Screening and investi¬ 
gation of citizens' complaints in 
a manner designed to protect 
the citizens and the accused. 

As a matter of stated 
policy, citizens would be 
encouraged to bring complaints 
against members of the Police 
Department or police operation. 
Every effort would then be 
made to assure that there would 
be no adverse consequences to 
any person or witness as a 


result of having made a com- j 
plaint. 

Information on the pro¬ 
cedures would be made avail¬ 
able \o the public summarizing 
the procedures. 

An impartial, open and 
thorough screening and investi¬ 
gation would be made of every 
complaint. 

A complaint could be 
made against a police officer or 
against a department practice 
of policy. 

If misconduct is shown by 
a "preponderance of evidence" 
appropriate action would be I 
taken. 

There would be three 
categories of complaints. 

A Category I complaint 
would allege that a member of 
the police engaged in an 
"improper act" in violation of a 
citizen's rights, not limited to 
the use of excessive force, 
illegal search, false arrest, 
derogatory or insulting 
language, misuse of firearms, 
refusal to enforce the law, 
theft, bribery and extortion. 

A Category II complaint 
would allege that a member of 
the police has engaged in an I 
improper act in connection with I 
internal police department pro- I 
cedures. 

A Category HI complaint 
would allege that a policy, rule 
procedure or practice of the 
Police Department should be 
changed. 

To handle the complaints, 

an Office of Citizens' 

Complaints would be 

established by the Police 
Commission and would be 
accountable to it. 

An analysis of the cost of 
the Office of Citizens' 

Complaints made by the Police 
Department itself shows that it 
would actually save the tax-
